Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 7/1 1/1 1 , have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 7-11 and 13 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Heckel et al. (WO 2004/051822) teaches a device for supplying 
current from a capacitor however does not teach a voltage regulator connected to the 
energy reserve capacitor by a polarity reversal diode and at least one current source, 
the voltage regulator being directly connected to the at least one ignition power module 
such that the voltage regulator sets a voltage at the at least one ignition power module 
at a predetermined level; and a control module which selectively triggers the voltage 
regulator to alternatively operate as a safety semiconductor. At least this further 
limitation is not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
